It was plainly indicated that the at­ 
torney general expects to ask for a 
bill against Charles S. Mellen, former 
president of the New Haven.

stat*-merit which Mr. McReynolds gave 
out several months ago when the in­ 
terstate commerce commission began 
Its New Haven inquiry. 
The attorney general warned the 
commission to consider whether im­ 
munity might be given certain men 
lf made to testify as to their actions 
as directors of the road.

President Deplores Action. 


In addition to directing suit the 
president declared that the decision 
of the New Haven directors not to

peacefully had caused him "the deep­ 
est surprise and regret." and that 
their failure “upon so slight a pre­ 
text" was "inexplicable and entirely 
without justification." 
One of the most interesting phases 
of the correspondence was contained 
In the attorney general's letter to 
President Wilson in which there is a 
decided rebuke for the interstate com­ 
merce commission for its action in 
subpoenaing Mellen and "perhaps oth­ 
ers flagrantly culpable’’ with the pos­ 
sible result of embarrassing the de­ 
partment by a claim of immunity in 
return for their testimony. 
In this connection the attorney gen­ 
eral makes the statem ent that crim­ 
inal prosecutions always have been In 
mind and that there never has btu n 
"the slightest hope that parties guilty 
of criminal violations of the law would 
escape.”

The mere fact that they will have 
another meeting shows that as far as 
the principals are concerned—aud the 
principals are of course the leaders ot 
the Liberal and Conservative parties 
—an agreement is in sight. But agree­ 
ment by the principals does not por­ 
tend by any means a definite settle­ 
ment of any scheme for the future 
government of Ireland. 
The Conservatives have the Ulster 
covenanters, represented in the con­ 
ference by Sir Edward Carson ana 
Captain Jam es Craig, to reckon with 
and Premier Asquith cannot deliver 
any goods without the consent of the 
home rule leaders, Redmond and Dil­ 
lon. 
Moreover, the labor party, which 
is an important fraction of the pre­ 
mier’s present majority in tile house 
of commons, is in revolt and there is 
a bolting contingent in his own party.

His opponents prophesy and his 
real supporters fear that he will con­ 
sent to Sir Edward Carson’s loudly 
proclaimed ultimatum of a clear out 
exclusion of the whole of Ulster from 
the projected new Irish government.

SPEAKS AT M. E. CHURCH 


Miss Dora Gladden to Tell of Thrill­ 
ing Experiences in 
Mexico 


.Miss Dora Gladden of Guanajuato, 
Mexico, who speaks 
at 
the 
First 
Methodist church tonight has an in­ 
teresting story of thrilling experi­ 
ences in connection with the recent 
troubles in that city. 
Miss Gladden was in .Mexico City 
employed as a teacher in the school 
of the Womans Foreign .Missionary 
Society during the early days of the 
Double and passed through the nine 
days of bombardment in February, 
1313. 
It w as at the close 
of 
this 
bombardment during 
which 
there 
were many narrow escapes of teach­ 
ers and pupils in the school, that Ma­ 
dera was assassinated and the Consti­ 
tutionalists were put on the defensive 
against the usurper Huerta. 
Shortly after this 
.Miss 
Gladden 
w is sent to her present field in the 
m ining town of Guanajuato which is 
about a day’s journey from Mexico 
I ity, and the farthest removed of all 
the mission stations. 
It was there­ 
fore necessary that she should be giv­ 
en ample notice of any unusual dis­ 
turbance looking to the necessity of 
che removal of foreigners from th* 
country. 
So it happened that twice 
she V'ft her post with a view of com­ 
ing home. 
The first time quiet was 
restored in a few days and she re­ 
turned to her work. 
On the day be­ 
fore her final leaving of .Mexico City 
she started for Vera 
Cruz 
with
